Montreal, Sept. 20. — Sir Charles 
Tupper in the course of an interview 
says: " I may say that, while I was in 
England, I avoided altogether taking 
any part in the Jubilee festivities, al- 
though I was invited, because I found 
Premier Laurier was taking an attitude 
of which 1 strongly disapproved in speak- 
ing against preferential trade within the 
Empire. I did not wish in any way to 
interfere with the reception accorded 
him, and it would have been impossible 
for me to be present on a public occa- 
sion without appearing to concur 
in the Btand he was taking, or 
adopting a very disagreeable position." 
Sir Charles Tupper spoke pleasantly of 
the cordial reception tendered Premier 
Laurier. lie denied, however, that the 
denunciation of the German and Belgian 
treaties was due to the action of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. It was shown by a 
Btate paper lately issued that this was 
recommended by Sir Wilfrid only after 
every member of the conference of 
premiers bad voted in favor of such de- 
nunciation. It was, therefore, not only 
in bad taste, but an act of great ingrati- 
tude, and utterly at variance with the 
facts, for Sir Wilfrid Laurier to declare 
that the denunciation of the treaties 
was secured by the action of 
Canada. Sir Cbarles Tupper pre- 
dicted still greater humiliation for the 
government in connection with Ub pre- 
ferential clause. It was shown in Mr. 
Chamberlain's recent statement that no 
preference could be given Great Britain 
without the expulsion of the present 
clause and the substitution of another 
specially naming that country. After 
tlie German and Belgian treaties have 
been disposed of, the most favored 
nations clause remains in all Great Bri- 
tain's commercial treaties, to which the 
colonies aro a party, and these provide 
that any tariff" concession given to 
another third power must be given to all 
countries having a favored nation agree- 
ment with England.

A MIDNIGHT ATTACK. 

Indian Tribesmen Unsuccessfully Attempt 
to Rush the British Pickets. 

Peshawar, Sept. 20. — Advices from 
Hanger say that the tribesmen on Thurs- 
day last attacked a flying column of 
British troops at Sodda. The British 
loss consisted of only two killed and four 
wounded. The fighting began at 11 
o'clock at night in an attempt to rush 
the pickets. Tho enemy had collected 
unseen in the dwarf palm jungles, gradu 
ally closing in on the British force. The 
enemy fired continuously from behind 
the rocks and heaps of BtoneB, the dark- 
ness enabling them to rush forward, 
making use of the small shelter around 
the place, until within twenty yards of 
the British. At midnight large num- 
bers of the enemy gathered to-gether for 
a rush, but their courage failed them, 
p,nd they could be heard abusing each 
other for not advancing.

The Ministers Again at Work With 
Some Interesting 1 Business to 
Dispose of. 



THE SEALING CONFERENCE. 

The President Expects Russia and Japan to 
Be Invited to Take Part. 

WAsniRaTON, Sept. 20. — The state de- 
partment to-day made public the corres- 
pondence in the Behring sea negotiations 
which was set free recently in London 
The new matter is comprised in two 
letters, of July 2S and 29 laBt, from 
Lord Salisbury and Ambassador Hays 
respectively. In Lord Salisbury's note 
is the definition from the British stand- 
point of the exact Bcope of the confer 
ences, in this language: "I have to Btate 
that Her Majesty's government are will- 
ing to agree to a meeting of experts 
nominated by Great Britain and Ireland 
and the United States in October 
next, when the further investigation 
to be made on the islands during the 
present season will have been completed. 
The object of the meeting would be, to 
arrive if possible at correct conclusions 
respecting the number, conditions and 
habits of the sealB frequenting the Priby- 
loff islands at the present time as com- 
pared with the several seasons previous 
and subsequent to the Paris award. It 
seems to Her Majesty's government that 
Washington would be the most suitable 
pluee for such a meeting." 

Ambassador Hays' reply is very short, 
and is mainly a repetition of Lord Salis- 
bury's language. He calls attention to 
one important point that may have been 
overlooked by the British Bide, or else 
ignored purposely, namely that the con- 
ference is to be international in one 
sense, and is not to be confined entirely 
to representatives of the United States 
and Great Britain. In this letter, 
which closeB the correspondence up to 
this time, he says: " It may not be out 
of place for me to recall to your lordship 
that as I have already had occasion to 
mention, the President expects the gov- 
ernments of Russia and Japan, powers 
interested in tho preservation of the 
seal herds of Behring sea, to be repre- 
sented at the conference." 



UNITED STATES AND SPAIN. 

Their Recent Cuban Correspondence Has 
Been Very mild in Tone. 

Washington, Sept. 20.— It can be 
stated in reference to the Paris publica- 
tion purporting to give the substance of 
General Woodford's communication to 
the Duke of Petuan yesterday, that there 
has been misapprehension on several 
important points, notably in respect to 
an ultimatum and the setting of a time 
imit for the conclusion of the war. In- 
stead of fixing the end of October next as 
the date for the termination of the war, 
that particular date was mentioned as 
the time when the Spanish court would 
return to Madrid from San Sebastian and 
when consequently it might be in order 
to return an answer to the latest repre- 
sentations of the United States govern- 
ment through Mr. Woodford. It is de- 
clared at the state department that while 
Mr. Woodford acted according to the 
original idea of his instructions, setting 
out the dee,) interest the United States 
had in witnessing a cessation of the de- 
plorable conflict in Cuba, he did not 
deliver himself of an ultimatum, but 
simply made a statement of the deep 
interest in a settlement of tho Cuban 
war as a reasonable explanation for in- 
tervention in any manner at this time. 



Hurdmau's Mill Burned— A Yukon 
Scheme Blocked— General Gas- 
coigiie Returning'. 



IFrom Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Sep£. 20.— At the cabinet 
council to-day considerable arrears of 
departmental business were overtaken, 
the ministers being anxiouB to clear up 
a number of routine matters prior to the 
departure of J.he finance minister for 
England. Mr. Fielding saya he has not 
quite decided the date of his departure. 
It was expected that the cabinet would 
consider Sir Oliver Mowat's resignation 
as minister of justice and his appoint- 
ment to the Lieutenant-Governorship of 
Ontario, as well as who will succeed him 
as minister of justice. 

Another remittance of customs 
duties has been received from Collector 
Davis at DawBon, making $10,000 in all 
which he has forwarded during the 
year. 

J. K. Kerr's scheme to corner a num- 
ber of the proposed government mining 
reserves in the Yukon has been knock- 
ed out. 

Hurdman's mill, at Hull, owned by 
the Hull Lumber Co., was totally de- 
stroyed by fire to-night. The loss is 
$50,000, covered by insurance, and be- 
tween five and Bix hundred men will bo 
thrown out of employment. • 

Willie Holland, only son of George 
Holland, Senate reporter, and Albert 
Venn were drowned in Lake Deschenes 
yesterday by the overtuning of their 
skifl'. Their companion, Robert Jamie- 
son, son of Capt. W. A. Jamieson, of the 
North Bend Mining Co., was in the 
water ten hours, and was washed ashore 
with the skiff. He is in a fair way to re- 
covery. 

Regarding the Btory circulated that 
General Gascoigne had been dismissed, 
Hon. Mr. Borden says it is not true, and 
that the General is expected to leave 
England at once for Canada.

NORTHERN TELEGRAPH LINE. 

Canadian Government to Undertake Its Con- 
struction at Once. 

Ottawa, Sept. 20. — The Canadian gov- 
ernment has decided to build at once a 
telegraph line from the head of Lynn 
canal to Lake Tagish, and haB obtained 
from the American authorities permis- 
sion to cross United States territory in 
this work. The line will be built over 
the White Pass with as little delay aa 
possible. It may not go on poles at all, 
jut take the form of an overland cable. 



RUSHING YUKON SUPPLIES. 

The United States Authorities Spurring On 
the Transportation Companies. 

Washington, Sept. 20. — Secretary 
Alger spent some time this morning in 
conference with President Weare and 
Michael Cudaby, of the Alaska Trans- 
portation and Trading Company. They 
announced their intention to make every 

brt to get as much of the supplies at 
St. Michael's up the Yukon as possible, 
and it is expected that three more 
steamers can be run up before the river 
closes entirely to navigation. Mr. Weare 
reported the steamer Humboldt ready to 
sail from Seattle for St. Michael's next 
Thursday. Secretary Alger called a con- 
sultation of the bureau of fisheries of the 
war department to hasten the prepara- 
tions for the equipment of tho troops 
who aro to go forward to Alaska ou that 
vessel. Mr. Weare said that tho trans- 
portation company had, for the accom- 
modation of this force, suitable quarters 
which were erected as a temporary post, 
and the large supply of food stores at St. 
Michael's would provision them. 



SHOEMAKERS' STRIKE. 

It Is Spreading and There is No Indication 
of Early Settlement. 

Brockton, Mass., Sept. 20— The great 
strike of lasturB ia spreading ; an early 
settlement eeema less probable than it did 
Sunday. The laaters have declined 
to consider the terms of peace until the 
Chase machinery company give positive 
assurance of non-intervention in further 
lisputes between the unions and manu- 
facturers. The eole fasteners have as- 
sumed a most aggressive attitude and 
trouble is expected. Up to now thirteen 
shops have lost their fasteners and it ia 
expecteil probably that more will follow. 

WHO'S AFRAID? 

A London Paper Says the United States is 
Stiilering From Big Head. 

London, Sept. 20. — The Globe this 
afternoon, in nu editorial on the futility 
of arbitration with a power which disre- 
gards alike the legal and ordinary cour- 
tesies of civilized nations, says : " Lord 
Salisbury has treated the United States 
with a kindness they do not deserve, al- 
ways wearing a silk glove until America 
has forgotten the existence of the iron 
hand beneath it. The idea of our being 
afraid of a fourth-rate power like the 
United States could only have occurred 
to the sufferers from a severe attack of 
swelled head. America has lost all sense 
of the proportion and formation she 
plava on the minor rolls of affairs." 



Troop Train Wrecked. 

Vienna, Sept. 20. — A despatch from 
Fiume, says there was a collision yester- 
day near Kafosvars, between an expresa 
train and a freight train carrying troops. 
Four train hands and soldiers were 
killed, and thirty soldiers will probably 
die from injuries received. A consider- 
able amount of rolling stock was 
wrecked.

The bears, en- 
couraged by the lack of activity in the 
trading and the rise in the money rate, 
raided the market with such effect that 
few active stocks escaped with a net de- 
cline less than a point.

The Recent Suspensions of Victoria 
Track and Riders Not Ordered 
by the 0. W. A. 



President Orr Coming: West— East- 
ern Lacrosse Champions— Rugby 
Footballers Re-organize. 



When about a fortnight ago Chief Con- 
sul Eullerton placed under suspension 
for one year the Oak Bay track and all 
riders who participated in the meet upon 
it on the 4th instant, the Colonist 
hazarded the opinion that the suspen- 
sion would not prove worth the paper it 
was written upon. This view of the case 
appears to be correct, for in a letter just 
to hand from Mr, Hal B. Donly, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the C.W.A., that ener- 
getic and authoritative spokesman for 
tho national organization says: 

" Our executive has at no time had 
any intention of stating that we would 
not allow coast riders to compete at your 
race meets in British Columbia, although 
we were not prepared to immediately 
accord fully recognition to the C.A.C.

Later on in the same letter Mr. Donly 
says : 

" We are quite prepared to go down 
and tell them (the L.A.W.) that unless 
they are willing to allow members of the 
coast league to go over into British 
Columbia and race, we will break the 
alliance. . . . Our plan is to treat 
members of both L.A.W. and C.A.C.C. 
who come into British Columbia on a 
perfectly equal footing." 

Prom the general tone of Mr. Donly's 
letter, as well as recent communications 
from Mr. T. A. Beament, chairman of 
the Dominion racing board, it is evident 
that Mr. Pullerton's suspensions will be 
lifted at once from headquartors . 

A Toronto telegram of last evening to 
the Colonist says that President G. H.

DUTIES ON THE 

YUKON FRONTIER. 

The business men of Victoria, irre- 
spective of their political affiliations, 
ought to endeavor to discover some 
means of impressing upon the Hon. Mr. 
Sifion, when he visits this city, the 
supreme importance of every step being 
taken by the government that will aid 
in securing for Canadian cities the out- 
fitting trade of the Yukon. 

We are not prepared this morning to 
suggest what are the best means to adopt, 
but it is important that notification 
should be given to all persona in the 
United States and other foreign coun- 
tries that the collection of duties will be 
Etrictly enforced, and we further suggest 
that after December 1 no exemptions 
should be allowed, except such as are 
permitted in the case of imports into 
other parts of Canada. 

It may be thought that it is unneces- 
sary to give any further notice in regard 
to the collection of duties than lias 
already been made public ; but it has 
come to our knowledge that representa- 
tions are being made throughout the 
United States that the collection ordered 
is a sham, and was only intended to be a 
sham. That any country should be call- 
ed upon to proclaim that it does not in- 
tend to permit smuggling is out of the 
usual course, but in view of the remark- 
able manner in which misstatements are 
being sent abroad, something of the 
kind will have to be done, or thousands 
of people will go North next year with 
dutiable goods and without money to 
pny the customs charges. 

THE GOVERNMENT 

AND ITS CRITICS. 

There has been a remarkable falling 
off lately in the criticisms of the opposi- 
tion press upon the local government, 
and the reason is very obvious. They 
have not yet advanced a single criticism 
that has not been promptly and fully 
met. They have not assailed the ad- 
ministration of any of the departments 
successfully; they have not been able to 
show wherein the general policy of the 
government has been in any way at fault. 
Instead of this the critics are at logger- 
heads among themselves. The opposi- 
tion platform does not go down with 
some of them, and the demand of the 
Victoria Times that Mr. Cotton shall ex- 
plain why he was compelled to give the 
pledge which Mr. Maxwell holds has not 
yet been met. We believe there is a 
concensus of opinion among them upon 
one point, namely that they do not like 
the way the Colonist meetB their war- 
fare ; but as the Colonist is not at pre- 
sent striving to gain the good will of the 
opposition press we are not so very sure 
that this much concerns us. The Col- 
umbian feels so very badly about the 
matter that it positively refuses to dis- 
cuss political issues with the Colonist 
unless we will begin at the News-Adver- 
tiser's " first and necessary issue," 
namely, the repealed election law of 
1890 ; and the Xews-Advertiser wants the 
Premier to step in and stop the Colonist 
fioni priuting frauds and forgeries. 

The "frauds and forgeries" are the 
statementB contained in two recent arti- 
cles in the Colonist, In the first we 
stated that neither Mr. Cotton nor the 
News-Advertiser during the session of 
the legislature took the position in re- 
gard to the railway policy of the govern- 
ment, which was taken by that paper in 
its issue of September 12, 1897. In that 
issue the policy was stated to be calcu- 
lated to enrich a few speculators and 
place the provincial taxpayers under 
heavy burdens to finish half completed 
railways. We said that il this is true 
now it was true four months ago, and 
that it was an amazing thing that 



neither Mr. Cotton nor the NewB-Adver- 
tiser discovered it when the policy waB 
before the house, but that, on the con- 
trary, Mr. Cotton supported some features 
of that policy, namely, the land grants 
to the Yukon-Teslin, the Stickeen-Tea- 
lin and the CasBiar Central railways. 
The News-Advertiser printed six col- 
umns of matter in consequence of this 
article, a good portion of it being de- 
voted to abuse, but never touched the 
point under discussion or came within 
measurable distance of it. The second 
article is referred to elsewhere. 

We submit that the opposition press 
have something to think about now that 
will keep them busy if they do justice to 
it. Here are the pointB that the recent 
discussion has brought out: 

The News-Advertiser waa under the 
impression that the election law of 1890 
is now in force and believed that the 
election of 1890 should be run upon that 
law as an issue. 

A section of the opposition is for con- 
demning the government because of the 
Cassiar Central railway subsidy, but Mr. 
Cotton, who seeks to be leader ol the op- 
position, Bpoko in favor of the subsidy 
and voted for it. 

Air. Maxwell, M.P., wants also to lead 
the opposition. 

The Semlin platform is not acceptable 
to the aggressive wing of the opposition 
party. 

Mr. Cotton's political associates have 
felt compelled to get a written guarantee 
from them that he will not desert them. 

The opposition, while professing to 
favor redistribution, have formed no 
plan nor have they decided when such 
redistribution ought to be brought into 
ell'ect. 

These are some of the principal things 
that have been demonstrated by the 
recent political Bkirmish, but not a single 
point, nothing that can bo by the 
most strained construction of language 
bo called a point has been made 
against the local government or 
any member of it. As far as the long- 
winded articles of the Xews-Advertiser, 
the crisper and much more pointed edi- 
torials in the Columbian, the savage but 
on the whole amusing articles in the 
Times, and the general assortment of 
miscellaneous matter from the opposi- 
tion weeklies go, the government might 
just as well have had no existence. It 
has been the Colonist, and nothing but 
the Colonist, except when they were 
defending themselves or reproducing 
their previous productions. There is no 
longer any criticism of the government 
by the opposition press. 



ROUTES TO THE YUKON. 

The Seattle Times discusses the routes 
to the Yukon, and, while stating very 
many things that are both true and in- 
teresting, manages to make a lew rather 
absurd blunders. The first we note is 
that the Canadian Pacific railway "is 
none other than the Dominion govern- 
ment itself." ThiB iB a new departure, 
for until a few months ago the Canadian 
Pacific was the British government. We 
hasten to aBsure our contemporary that 
the Canadian Pacific is in no sense of 
the word either one government or the 
other. The distances as given by the 
Times over the Stickeen route are incor- 
rect. For instance, it is not 175 mileB 
up the Stickeen to Telegraph Creek, but 
only 14S, and the railway line to Teslin 
Lake will doubtless begin lower down 
the river. It is doubtful if there will be 
more than 130 miles of steamboating in 
the Stickeen. The distance from Tele- 
graph Creek to Teslin Lake is not 150 
miles, nor more than 125. The Times 
makes the total distance by this route 
from Vancouver to DawBon City 1,525 
miles, which is possibly not very far 
aBtray. 

In connection with this route, the 
Times says that it is " as plain as the 
sun in the clearest heavens at noon- 
day " that if it is Opened " Seattle will 
have to take a back seat " in the outlit- 
ting trade. We can aBsure the Times 
that there is not the slightest doubt that 
it will be done, and we believe the ell'ect 
will be precisely what the Times antici- 
pates. 

To oll'set this route, the Seattle paper 
relies upon a railway from the head of 
Chilkat Inlet to the mouth of the Tab- 
keena River, a tributary of the Yukon, 
which it savs ia about 150 miles. This 
it calls the American route, in contra- 
distinction to the Stickeen, which it calls 
the Canadian route. Our contemporary 
forgeta that nearly every mile of ita eo- 
called American route will be in Canada. 
" Such a line 1 would forever hold the 
trade of Alaska and the Northwest Ter- 
ritory," exclaini8ourcoutemporary, after 
urging upon the people to put up the 
three and a half millions of money neces- 
sary to construct it. 

It is very odd that the Times cannot 
see the absurdity of supposing that the 
proposed route via Chilkat can make the 
least difl'ereuce to Seattle. Apart from 
the fact that it is not yet settled that the 
head of Chilkat Inlet is in the United 
States, there is no escaping the other 
equally important fact that all American 
goods entering by this route would have 
to pay dutieB just the same as if they en- 
tered by the Stickeen route. Ourfriends 
in the Sound city may as well recognize 
the inevitable now as later on. No 
channel of communication is possible by 
which the payment of duties can be 
avoided, and it will be impossible for 
Seattle merchants to cut their prices low 
enough to get over the handicap of the 
dutieB, That city -may aB well makeup 
its mind to " take a back seat " bo 



far as tho supply trade of the Canadian 
Yukon is concerned. As (or the trade of 
Alaska they will doubtless secure the 
major part of it. If the mines there 
prove as valuable as there is reason to 
believe, this of itself will be sufficient to 
satisfy any reasonable expectations. 

The chief interest of the Seattle paper's 
article is its admission of the ell'ect of 
the opening of the Stickeen-TeBlin route 
upon Seattle. The great point in this 
connection ia that this route is now open 
and will be open always hereafter. It is 
by all odds the beat way to get into the 
Yukon in tho early spring. During the 
latter half of April the Stickeen will 
open for navigation, and gold-seekers 
can begin to go forward at once. Ab a 
winter route it is doubtless tho best; 
that is up the Stickeen on the ice, then 
across to Teslin Lake and then down tho 
Yukon on the ice. It is a long and hard 
journey of course ; but all routes to the 
north are long and hard. 

AN IMMATERIAL ERROR. 

We acknowledge without hesitation 
that we were in error in saying that the 
News-Advertiser styled the Water 
Clauses Consolidation Act a botch, and 
that what it claimed was a botch was the 
administration of the act. Of the act 
itBelf tho News-Advertiser Baid on Sun- 
day : " Wo (irmly believe that the act iB, 
in ita general Bcope, a good one, and if 
properly carried out will bo very beneli- 
cial." 

We are sorry for having misinterpret- 
ed the article, because the point of what 
we had to say in no way depended upon 
the misinterpretation. What we wished 
to point out and what we did point out 
was that Mr. Cotton, who now so severe- 
ly condemns the government for sins 
of omission, sins of commission, botch- 
es and jobs, was an active supporter of 
the government on its water legislation 
and a eulogist of the Attorney-General 
for having framed so excellent a 
measure. It ia because this waa so 
clearly brought out that the News-Ad- 
vertiser ragea through two columns 
against the Colonist. 

No one will be misled by the fury of 
tho News-Advertiser, which ia indeed 
quite excusable, for between the man- 
ner in which Air. Cotton has been ex- 
posed by Mr. Templeton and that in 
which his inconsistent course has been 
laid bare by the Colonist there ia abun- 
dant reason for ita rage. 

Just a word in regard to the introduc- 
tion of Mr. Cotton's name into this dis- 
cussion, which the News-Advertiser 
complains of very bitterly. Mr. 
Cotton ia a member of the legis- 
lature; he has been suggested as a 
leader of the opposition ; he ia manager 
and editor of the News-Advertiser. It 
is utterly absurd to suggest for a 
moment that when this would-be leader 
of the opposition takes a position in his 
paper, it is not perfectly proper to con- 
trast it with the position which he has 
taken in the legialature. 

An article from the Kansas City Times 
is being copied into the English papers, 
and is about as misleading a production 
in regard to the Klondyke country as 
anything can well be. Lieut. Wilkerson, 
of the United States Engineering Corps, 
is given aB authority for the statements 
made. He states that the reported rich 
discoveries are outrages upon the intelli- 
gence of the people, and have been cir- 
culated by the transportation companies 
for their own purpoaes. He declares 
that the greater part of tho gold produc- 
ing country will be shown by the Ameri- 
can survey to be in Alaska, and that the 
official reports, when published, will 
puncture the fairy tales told about the 
country. It is too bad that such state- 
ments can find a place in reputable 
papers. So far as Lieut. Wilkerson ad- 
vises people to exercise caution before 
going into the Northern gold fields he ia 
right enough, but in other respects lie iB 
very far astray. 

We find in the Mining World and En- 
gineering Record, a London periodical, 
the review oi a book on the Klondyke 
mines and how to reach them, ieaued 
by the British Columbia Development 
Association. In the course of the re- 
view the following sentence occurs: 
"The least desirable way is byway of 
Montreal and taking the Canadian Pa- 
cific to Vancouver." This is a blunder 
due to ignorance of the geography of 
the country, the intention being to con- 
trast tho Yukon route with tho White 
1'aaa route. In some mysterious way 
the reviewer haB got it into his head that 
the C.P.R. ia a part of the Yukon route. 
If he had written " the most desirable 
way is by way of Montreal, etc." he 
would have been exactly right. 

There ia considerable talk just now in 
the American press about the mineral 
wealth of the Copper river, Alaska. We 
think it altogether probable that this 
will prove a very rich district, although 
as yet too little is known about it for any 
one to apeak with certainty. What we 
would like to know is whether, if rich 
gold mines are found in Alaska and Can- 
adians aro excluded from them, Am- 
ericans aro to be allowed to have the 
free run of Canadian placers? 

Tin: Mineral Wealth of Canada, a 
Guide for Studentaof Economic Geology, 
is the title of a handy book by Arthur 
B. Willmott, M.A., professor of Natural 
Science in McMaster University, pub- 
lished at Toronto by William Briggs. 
The book consists of ProfeBsor \Villmott'a 
lecture notes, somewhat extended. 



Judging from an inspection of the por- 
tions which deal with sections of the 
Dominion about which the Colonist may 
be expected to have sorno information, 
we pronounce the work trustworthy, re- 
liable and brought down to date. The 
statistical tables are UBeful, and the re- 
ferences to the literature of the Bubject, 
which accompany each chapter, are very 
valuable.

Messrs. Oluoyd, William Muneie, J. 
M. Mclvinnon and \V. R. Robertson left 
last night for Lillooet to see the new ten 
stamp mill in operation. All prepara- 
tions had been made to start up the 
machinery this week and it was thought 
probable that yesterday would eee it 
running. Mr. Munsie will remain in 
Lillooet for the next ten duvs. 



The case brought against M. Strouss 
for alleged illegal attempt to export 
deerskins came up again yesterday after- 
noon, Mr. F. B. Gregory for the defence 
arguing that the section of the game act 
prohibiting the exportation of such skins 
was unconstitutional, interfering with 
trade and commerce, which could only 
be dealt with the Dominion, not the 
Province. Further argument on this 
pcint will be heard on Thimday, 

On Saturday last, before Mr. Halsted, 
J. P., of Shawnigan, Mr. J. Bowkett was 
fined for killing grouse out of season. 
The brace of birds which caused the 
trouble were Ecized at the 15. & N. station 
on Friday by provincial constable Me- 
Kenna. Mr. liowkett in explanation 
Btated that he was quite unaware that 
he was breaking the law, believing that 
settlers could kill grouse at any time of 
the year. Under the circumstances only 
a nominal fine was imposed. 

Among the Texada island mines is the 
Iron Duke, which, although unheralded 
in the newspaper columns, is likely to 
prove one of the best producers in the 
district. Mr. R. Hindniarsh, of Na- 
naimo, one of the owners, has recently 
returned from the mine, and reports 
that development work is proceeding 
rapidly. Drifting has proceeded to a 
depth of thirty feet, and the showing is 
excellent. A night and a day shift is 
1 eing worked, and in a very short time 
a small trial shipment will he made. 

There are other wonderful things in 
Canada's Yukon country besides gold 
nuggets. One of the most curioiiB and 
at the same time most valuable is Lake 
Selawik, which, according to the Cath- 
olic Sentinel of Portland, owes its dis- 
covery to Father To6i, a Jesuit mission- 
ary. Tnis lake is described as not far 
from Dawson City and it never freezes 
over even in the coldest winter. This 
body of water is sixty miles long by tif- 
teen in width ami, while at a great dis- 
tance from the sea, its waters ebb and 
flow regularly. Lake Selawik is fresh at 
all times, and owing to the warmth of 
the water it becomes in winter a kind of 
Mecca for all kindB of fish from the vari- 
ous streams connecting with the lake. 
The abundance of salmon and other lish 
should prove a boon to the miners and 
give a supply of food which must be very 
welcome in winter. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of a few 
days ago has the following: " Rosb 
Eckardt, who was one of the party 
which came through from Dawson City 
by the Ifealy and Excelsior, and who, 
while at the mines, made the moat thor- 
ough investigation of the condition there, 
says that he is very glad that he is out of 
the country at this time, as trouble is 
inevitable. The shortage of the food 
supply ia so pronounced, ho says, that 
many of the old miner-", foreseeing 
trouble and knowing that they them- 
selves could not stand it to see their fel- 
low men starving and perhaps run the 
chances of starving themselves after they 
had divided their food supplies, are 
either coming out of the country now or 
making all preparations to do so as soon 
as the snow is on th" "'•onnd, when 
they can move across the country. 
Eckardt, who ia a Victorian, made the 
trip in by way of the Chilcoot Pass last 
epring, ami says it is simply a picnic 
excursion at that time, and that he will 
repeat it next spring, when he goes back 
to look after some of his own properties 
on Bonanza and Kldorado creeekfl."

Just when it appeared that the unfor- 
tunate Bristol passengers were started 
afreBh on their travels, the Eugene 
pryves again a stumbling block in their 
way. It had been supposed that the 
Eugene was to leave Seattle on Saturday 
and proceed to Wrangel, there to trans- 
fer to Glenora in accordance with the 
agreement all the stranded passengers 
who desired to make their way into the 
Yukon by the Stickeen route. How- 
ever, Guatav Jucobi and CharleB Ruff, 
two of the passengers who felt that they 
had not been properly treated, happened 
over in Seattle on Saturday and 
at once took steps to have the 
Eugene libelled in the admiralty depart- 
ment of the federal court on the ground 
that the Portland <fe Alaska Transporta- 
tion i*c Trading Company had failed to 
keep their contract to deliver the libel- 
ants anil their baggage at Dawson City. 
Mr. Jacohi's claim is for $300 passage 
money, $700 for his outfit and $1,000 for 
damages. 

Mr. Jucobi returned to Victoria yester- 
day and said that when he went over to 
Seattle he supposed the Eugene was in 
Portland. Seeing her, however, he 
thought he would try and getsome satis- 
faction out of the Portland cv. Alaska 
Company and so sought the assistance of 
a lawyer and had the vessel libelled. He 
was not any too soon, because as he ex- 
plained yeHterday_, if he had been ten 
minuteB later the Eugene would have 
sailed. 

One of the passengers still in Victoria 
when he heard that the Eugene was 
again in the hands of the law went 
straightway to the custom house, can- 
celled Ids entry for his supplies and went 
back to his home across the Sound. He 
will wait till spring now instead of wast- 
ing more time in fruitless endeavor to 
get to t he mines. 

Another passenger named Green 
started back to Seattle yesterday, and 
several of tho others remark that this 
meant more libels against the Eugene. 
Mr. Jacobi, however, wasof opinion that 
Green would be too late, as the Portland 
people would have already paid his 
claim. 

There were some disgusted men among 
others of the passengers. They had been 
waiting and hoping to getaway, and yet 
when there was some chance ol succi 
the Eugene was stopped again.

Frank JayneB, the companies coast man- 
ager at San Francisco, came here to talk 
the matter over with the business men, 
At that time the suggestion was made 
lor the company that the business men 
of Victoria club together to guarantee at 
least .*:IO,000 worth of business, but this 
fell through although the matter was not 
allowed to drop. Recently hopes that 
the Western Union would come here 
were again revived, and especially as 
leave had bepn granted by the Dominion 
government for cabling the straits, In 
view of the large business that has 
sprung up in connection with the Klon- 
dy ke boom, and also the large increase 
in the CoaBt telegraphing, improved tel- 
egraphic facilities for Victoria become 
im perative. 

Apparently therefore Victoria before 
long will have plenty of communication 
with the Mainland, for it is only a few 
days since Mr. Hosiner wrote that the 
C.P.R., would have four lines in oper- 
ation by the end of the year. Victoria 
is too important a point to go any longer 
without a telegraphic service commen- 
surate with her business interests. 



MORE TELEGRAPHIC CONNECTION

THE KITIMAT ROUTE. 

To Tin: Enrroii : — I was much pleased 
to see a letter from Mr. Clillord in your 
paper advocating a railway route from 
Kitimat on Gardners Inlet to Teslin 
lake, on the Upper Yukon. I had oc- 
casion to go through this pass when 
track surveying Borne years aco. It 
would be an ideal railway route, very 
direct, the easiest grades, and without 
any obstacle of any sort. Copper ore 
was seen in apparent large quantity 
along the first portion of the route, be- 
fore reaching Lakelse. Farther up rich 
farming and grazing land is to be found. 

This valley is a branch of the wonder- 
ful structural cut, beginning at Port 
George on the Fraaer river and finishing 
at St. Michaels on the northern Bea. 
Nodoubia great portion of it was at 
one time occupied by the Yukon, and 
that river was probably several hundred 
miles longer than at present. 

1 should like the authorities in charge 
of our map making department to drop 
some of the names now on the inapa 
showing that king of streams — the 
Yukon — for instance, Teaslintoo, lloota- 
linka «nd Lewis. There is no doubt 
that, according to every principle of 
physical geography, Teslin lake is the 
head of the Yukon, and the river com- 
ing out of it is the Yukon. Indiana have 
different names for almost every single 
mile of a stream, but geographical 
science does not accept that way of nam- 
ing rivers. 

There are two principal rules govern- 
ing the nomenclature of rivers; lirst, the 
general direction of the stream, Becond, 
ita volume. In this case the river flow- 
ing out of Teslin hike is in the general 
direction of tho lower stream, and it is 
by far the largest of the upper feederB of 
the Yukon, and bo it is the Yukon. 

The Americans have the gall to call 
that frog pond, Linderman lake, the 
source of the great river. If one doubts 
it let him read the poetical squall furn- 
ished by Walk in Miller to that truthful 
newspaper the San Francisco Examiner; 
that great poet has gloriously charged 
down the creek from Linderman with 
the stars and stripes in hand, and has 
had more adventures and more narrow 
cscapeB than all the 1,500 men who have 
passed there before him. He calls that 
the Yukon, of course; but then he is a 
poet . . . and a tall one.

The Mayor Says tho Baumgart Re 
solution Wag Killed Without 
Needing His Veto. 



By-law for Regulating Portable 
Sawmills Will Likely Meet 
With Opposition. 



The city council was more diacussive 
last ui|?lit than usual, and the result was 
that what promised to bo a short meet- 
ing lengthened out to a fairly late hour 

Before the minutes were read, Ilia 
Worship brought to the aldermen's at- 
tention the dumping of the Steveston 
leper on Darcey island, and explained 
Unit a mcsting of the Hoard of Health 
would be summoned to consider the 
matter as soon as all the facts could be 
ascertained. 

In this connection Aid. Hall rose to 
remark that Victoria could not bo ex- 
pected to pay for tiie support of lepers 
sent here from outside municipalities. 

A letter from Messrs. Drake, Jacks in 
& Helincken in reference to the sewer- 
ing of Mrs. Baumgart's property brought 
up a lengthy discussion. The communi- 
cation detailed at length the various ro- 
Bo'utions passed by the couueil upon tho 
question, closing with a Bhort letter that 
had heen sent by the Mayor's direction, 
to the effect that the ordinary course of 
requiring people to pay for their own 
sewer connections could not be departed 
from. - Messrs. Drake, Jackson & Uelmc- 
ken stated that in view of this decision 
by the Mayor to veto the resolutions 
passed by a majority of the council, 
their client would havo recourse to the 
courts. 

In explanation the Mayor remarked 
that the resolution referred to was cer- 
tainly illegal, because for one thing it 
imposed a liability on a future council 
and also because it proposed an expendi- 
ture of public money for a private pur- 
pose. 

Aid. Partridge differed from the 
Mayor, who, however, proceeded to read 
from the Municipal Clauses Act to 
fortify his poaitiou, Section 12 of that 
act reads that : 

"Notwithstanding anything to the 
contrary it shall be lawful for the Mayor 
or J\t-eve of a municipality at any time 
within one month from the passage or 
adoption thereof to intervene aud return 
for reconsideration or to veto any by-law, 
resolution or proceeding of the council 
which has not heen reconsidered by the 
council in manner mentioned in the sub- 
sections hereof and which baa not been 
affirmed by the ratepayers." 

His Worship proceeded to say that the 
resolution dropped by the act of the 
council themselves in not reconsidering 
and passing it after he had returned the 
by-law to them with his objections. 

Aid. Vigeliua and Aid. Partridge 
-wished to know if the Mayor knew the 
resolution was illegal when it first came 
up. 

To thia His Worship replied that he 
had not known till the next day, and 
then he bad referred it back tu be re- 
scinded. 

Aid. McCandless field that the council 
had no right to make an agreement such 
as the resolution contemplated. 

Aid, Stewart said he had only found 
" the nigger in the fence " the day after 
the resolution was carried, for when it 
was voted on he did not know that part 
ot tho money was to go for temporary 
■work. 

Aid. Kinsman, on the other hand, 
thought it a hardship for Mrs. Bauin- 
gart to be compelled to carry along to 
the sewers. He was of opinion that the 
sewer might be extended out of this 
year's revenue, or let MrB. Baumgart go 
on as at present uaing the box drain. He 
was told that His Worship's own prop- 
erty was connected with a box drain. 

His Worship remarked that the report 
was incorrect. 

Aid. Wilson took Aid. Kinsman's view 
that an injustice was being done Mrs. 
Baumgart, and he believed the lady 
would win her case if it came to the 
courts. 

The letter was received and filed. 

A recommendation from the building 
inspector to remove as dangerous to the 
public the one story building at 128 
Yates street was adopted, and the city 
engineer will he instructed to have re- 
pairs made to the fire tanks in the 
streets; behaving reported the timler- 
iug to have heen defective. 

The cemetery committee recommended 
that a sum not exceeding $50 be spent in 
cleaning up the Rosa Bay cemetery 
roads. Thia was adopted, as was a re- 
port from the streets committee recom- 
mending that the usual allowance of live 
ceiita per square foot he made the own- 
ers of the Five Sisters block for that 
portion of sidewalk under which there is 
no basement; estimated cost $80. 

When the second reading of theBtreets 
amendment by-law came up the Mayor 
explained that it was brought in at his 
suggestion on account of complaints 
made about the portable saw mills 
fright euing horses on the streets. It was 
proposed in the amendment to restrict

Aid. Stewart believed the street cars 
were responsible for much more trouble 
in frightening horses than wore the 
portable sawmills. 

Aid. Wilson, however, waa in harmony 
with the proposed amendment. When 
these machines were first allowed on the 
streetH it was the understanding that 
they should leave the Btreets in the same 
condition as they found them. The ma- 
chine men, however, did not carry out 
their bargain. 

Aid. Kinsman did not want to be de 
prived of the right to have his wood cut 
in front of his house if ho wished, and 
spoke against any change from the pre- 
sent condition of things. 

Finally on Aid. McCandless' sugges- 
tion tho by-law was laid over for a week 
After putting the Tax Sale by-law 
through several stages tho council ad- 
journed.

A By-Law 

To Regulate the Erection and continuance 
of wash-houses, the Washing and drying 
of clothes in the open air, and for com 
pelting the removal of all structures 
within 40 feet of any street used for the 
purpose of washing and drying clothes 
the open air. 



TjiyHEREAS it is deemed expedient that 
* * the regulations hereinafter contained 
shall be made: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
as follows: — 

1. No building of any kind shall bo used 
for a wash-house or laundry unless ample 
provision is made for the drainage of nil 
slops and materials used in washing, to the 
satisfaction of the Medical Health Oflicer 
or Sanitary Inspector for the time being of 
the City. 

2. Proper washing tubs, or olher recepta- 
cles for holding water and materials for 
washing clothes, shall be provided by the 
owner ot licensee of every public wash-house 
or laundry, mid every such tub or other re- 
ceptacle shall be iitted with waste pipes at 
least two inches in diameter, properly con- 
nected witli the public sewers or drains to 
the satisfaction of the said Health Officer 
or .Sanitary Inspector. 

3. The main waste pipe shall not be less 
than four inches in diameter and shall, if 
inside the budding, be of extra heavy cast 
iron witli fittings to correspond; all branch 
waste pipes from washing tubs or other re- 
ceptacles shall not be less than two inches 
in diameter; every such main waste pipe 
shall finish above the main roof of the 
building as a ventilating pipe and shall be 
carried to a height above all surrounding 
openings and windows. All branch waste 
pipes to tubs or other receptacles shall be 
fitted with strainers so that no rags of any 
kind can pass through. 

■1. Should such main waste pipe be under- 
ground and outside the building, vitrified 
pipe of the size named may be \ised, except 
the ventilating pipe which must be -1-inch 
standard cast iron. 

. r >. All waste pipes from tubs or other re- 
ceptacles shall empty over the top of a 
proper vitrified grease trap, with at least 12 
inches removal grating on top and with 
sides built up six inches with good brick 
and cement to prevent splash above the top 
of said grease trap, otherwise a properly 
constructed lead grease trap may he used, 
of at least 12 inches diameter, with a 4-inch 
removal screw cap and properly ventilated 
above roof. 

(i. All buildings used as wash-houses or 
laundries shall be Iitted, in addition to the 
u So ve- mentioned pipes, with proper venti- 
lating pipes or shafts of galvanized iron, 24 
gauge, of the size o1 at least 12 inches in 
diameter, which shall be carried above the 
main roof. The opening of such pipe or 
shaft shall he at least 10 feet above any 
opening or window in the saiil building, or 
in any adjoining building within SO feet, 
of such pipe or shaft so that all steam or 
odours may have free access to the air 
without CUUsing a nuisance to the neighbor- 
hood. 

7. Every tub or other washing receptacle 
shall he furnished with a hood which glut.ll 
be placed over and be of sufficient size to 
envelop the same, and shall he connected 
with the main pipe or shaft by a pipe of 
sufficient capacity to catch and convey 
away all steam or odours arising from such 
tubs or washing receptacles. 

8. Xo wooden or other structure or erec- 
tion shall be erected or constructed on the 
outside of any building used as a wash- 
house or laundry, or on any portion of any 
lot or piece of ground used or occupied in 
connection with any wash-bouse or laundry 
in any part of the Municipality, within 40 
feet of any street or highway, for the pur- 
pose of, or that may be used for, the wash- 
ing, drying or airing in the open air of any 
clothes, linens or other materials of a like 
nature. 

9. Every wooden or other structure or 
erection now erected or constructed, or in 
course of erection or construction, on the 
outside of any building, or on any lot or 
piece of ground in any part of the Munici- 
pality, within 40 I'eet i.i" any street or high- 
way, for the purpose of, or that may be 
used for, the washing, drying or airing in 
the open air of any clothes, linen, or other 
materials of the like nature, shall lie forth- 
with pulled down and removed by the o\\ ti- 
er, lessee or oocupier, and in the event of 
the owner, lessee or occupier refusing or 
neglecting to pull down and remove such 
wooden or other structure or erection, the

10. Any person or persons or the servant 
or agent, servants or agents of any person or 
persons, carrying on business of washing in 
any dwelling contrary to the provisions of 
this by-law shall be deetmcd guilt}- of an in- 
fraction thereof.

THE EX-KING OF THE FAKIRS TELLS 
HOW TO MAKE A LIVING. 



Rich After Having Done Only Four Buys* 
Work In Thirty Vmrs-IIow He Got Ilia 
Nickname— Corn Salvo For Kusflans aud 
Perfumed Itcaiis For Frenchmen. 

Tick Lowndes, the ox- king of the 
fakirs, having become rich, left off trav- 
eling on his fiftieth birthday, married a 
roung wife and settled down in Phila- 
delphia, "because I was born there," 
lie says in explanation of this strange 
thing, ."and I believo a man ought to 
five tho town ho was born iu a show." 

For nearly !i0 years Lowndes, circum- 
navigating the globo 11 times, beamed 
uixin tho world's population through, 
his Moses P. Handy whiskers, and, in 
his own words, "joshed 'em all, white, 
black, red, brown and yellow, " into 
providing for his luxurious existeuca 
and for bis eventual wealth.

Horses and Bicycles Are Now De- 
manded by the Progressive 
Jans. 



Mishaps to the Salmon Fleet— A 
Beach Find at Race 
Rocks. 



When the Northern Pacific steamship 
Tacotna Bails for China and Japan on 
Saturday she will carry from Victoria an 
experimental shipment of twenty head 
or more of horses, -which a gentleman 
who arrived from Japan on the Olympia. 
a few weeks ago believes there is a good 
biiBinesB in. lie is the shipper, and he 
hopes to be the pioneer in a trade that 
ero long will asBume very large propor- 
tions. The horses, he is taking out of the 
country are all drivers, and as Buch will 
be sold in Japan. They are Canadian 
bred and were secured for the most part 
about Calgary, Every year sees the 
white population of Japan become more 
numerous and as a rule more prosperous. 
And tp those 1 who know what ciri filiation 
moans and who have funds to import 
animals for service, the rickshaw is be- 
coming a thing of the past. Hence, in 
part at leaBt, Mr. Malherbe's confidence 
in tho trade he is initiating. Tho Taco- 
tna, besides this shipment of horses, will 
have several other consignments of 
freight from Victoria. 

TWO OF THE FLEET DISABLED, 

With the British ship Lonsdale's go 
ing ashore on the Japanese coast, two of 
this year's salmon fleet have met with 
misfortunes, preventing in the one case 
at least, a vessel filling her contract. 
This is the British ship Lordore, which 
has been substituted among the salmon 
charters by the Iolanthe, a vessel which 
left Newcastle with coal for Acapulco on 
April 25, and which is now about due to 
arrive here. The Lordore was a coa" 
carrier, but her last voyage was from the 
old country hero, and abandoned in June 
last for the reason that her cargo caught 
fire. The fire was supposed to have been 
extinguished at sea, but on examination 
when Montevideo was entered it waa 
found that all would have to bedis 
charged. How serious tho Lonsdale's 
delay will be is not known yet. Her 
charterers were Balfour, Guthrie & Co., 
of Tacotna, and Bhe was to load ou the 
Fraeer. 

MAKES 1IEB FIRST CALL. 

On Sunday morning the steamer Far 
allon made her first call at the outer 
wharf, and from now on will dock at 
this point twice a month, coming from 
and going to the North. She is a vessel 
of large accommodation, and bids fair to 
be a strong competitor in the Northern 
business. She took little, however, from 
Victoria on Sunday, but was well filled 
from the Sound with both passengers 
and freight. She sailed at noon. 

CALL ON WEDNESDAY. 

Victoria nowadays is being patronized 
by all Northern boats, or in other words 
all 1'uget Sound steamboat agencies look 
upon this city with eyea of covetousnesu. 
If their patronage does not count for 
anything much now, they realize that 
Victoria will be the Mecca for all the 
Northern rush of the coming spring, and 
hence it behooveth them at present to 
get established. All, however, are get- 
ting some business, and the Rosalie and 
Willamette, which will be here to-mor- 
row, will get fair freights. For the latter 
there have been several inquiries from 
prospective passengers aud a 25-ton 
shipment of supplies from Thos. Earle 
Co. for Telegraph Creek has been booked 
[or the steamer. 

THE AOItANGI AWAY. 

Another full Australian liner we/it out 
of port last night in the steamship 
Aorangi, which arrived from Vancouver 
shortly after noon. About half the 
ship's freight is for Honolulu. It is a 
mixed cargo, of which the following con- 
signments from Victoria formed no in 
considerable percentage : Two hundred 
tons of paper for Sydney , 210 kegs of 
beer and 2,000 barrels of lime for 1 lono- 
lulu. The steamer will call at Welling- 
ton, N.Z., as per custom, and will, it is 
expected, make good time on tho voyage, 
in view of her recent repairs. She car 
ried rather a small list of passengers —

Everything in connection with the 
making of history in the Klondykie dis- 
trict is of interest just now, particularly 
whon the chronicler is well known to his 
readers. Hence it is that not only Mr. 
James McManus, to whom it is ad- 
dressed, but all Victorians will be glad 
to peruse the following message that 
Tom McManus sends from Dawson un- 
der date of the 13th August: 

" Since I wrote you last," he says, " I 
havo been out to American creek and 
prospected a claim, but found it so diffi- 
cult to work it and so hard to got grub 
into it that I concluded to leave it. 
There are lote of creeks here that have 
not been tried yet, but it's hard work to 
find if they are worth anything. 

" I was told to-day that my order for 
grub would be filled, so you need not 
worry about me. Both the companies 
havo closed their storeB, and will take no 
moro orders. Two Bteamers are stuck 
on burs down the river somewhere. They 
push a scow in front of them, and carry 
big loads. 

" Nick Silver has been out prospect- 
ing, but got nothing. He can get a lay 
if he wants it. A fellow nonied Burns 
has just got in with nine cattlo that he 
will sell at $1 a pound. There is some 
excitement here at present In regard to 
the grub question, as it is reported there 
are three thousand men on the way, and 
if this is so there may be a scarcity. 

" There was a nugget brought in to- 
day that weighs $535. A man named 
Swiftwater Bill wants to bet $6,000 that 
there are not two horses in hero tbatcan 
packhiB gold out in the spring. The 
same fellow played a neat trick in a 
restaurant here. He and his new lady 
were at the table when his former flame 
came in and ordered steak and eggB. 
Swiftwater went to the cook and offered 
him two dollars each for all the eggs in 
the house. There were just one thou- 
sand eggs. She got none of them. 

"Gamblers here win and lose fortunes 
every day. Chips are $25 each. 

" I just heard that an Examiner re- 
porter had arrived, so you will soon get 
a full description of Dawson in that en- 
terprising paper. There aro 700 sheep 
on the way in, I am told, but they will 
not last long here. I must get a shack 
built here, as when one comes down in 
the winter for goods one must have a 
place to stay in. It is thought there 
will be lots of stealing this winter if 
grub is as scarce as it is likely to he. 
There are lots of still's here worth from 
$10,000 up who never knew what it was 
to handle $500 in their lives before. 

" We have had quite a few tine King 
salmon here lately, also dog salmon. 

" There has been an epidemic of fever 
recently, the place being a ewnuip with 
ice under the moss about six inches. 
The two sawmills are running all the 
time, and '21 meals in a ticket now sell 
for $25. I'ies are $1 each — you know 
how I like pies — and doughnuts 75 cents 
a dozen, the price of bread bavins come 
down to three loaves for a dollar. 

" We have to work with cloves or mit- 
tens on now. I am working on the Sis- 
ters' hospital at present. Tho people 
were wild hunting for claims, and I was 
as bad as any of them. I've got over it 
now, and will not have a claim unless it's 
a good one.
